4. Attend all general SIECUS conferences at a 
reduced registration fee. The theme of the No¬ 
vember 1970 conference will be "New Findings in 
Human Sexuality". 

Professional Associate affiliation will provide the solid 
foundation which will enable SIECUS to plan and carry out 
its program with a wider base of interested professionals. 

As an Associate, you will share in the contribution SIECUS 
is making to enrich the lives of present and future gener¬ 
ations through a better understanding of human sexuality. 

We hope you will join us.
